: criminal jurisprudence which might 


be changed with profit. Says theSan 
Francieco News Letter of last Sat- 

: “Our system of criminal 
law, and its administration,is based 
upon the English Common Law, 
the leading principles of which are 
the rigit of trial by jury and the 
presumption of innocence until 
guiltisestablished. Now, as to this 
latter principle, it is doubtful 
whether it is half so productive of 
good results as the principle of the 
Civil law, which does not put the 
whole ons probandi on the prose- 
cution, but coopels the accused 
person to explain away suspicious 
facta. This is the law as it prevails 
in Louisiava and ene or two other 
States; also in Mexico,Spain, Italy, 
France, and the other Eu:opean 
States where the Civil system isthe 
basis of jurisprudence. Now, no 
intelligent person could have fol- 
lowed the developments in the Cor- 
oner’s inquiry into the cause of the 
death of Benhayon without being 
convinced that the man was mur- 
+ dered, and that Dimmig, if not an 
- getive participant in the crime, was 
an accessory toit. This bas been 
abundantly made manifest by the 
evidence produced before the Cor- 
oner’s jury. Of course, the Coron- 
er’s quest for information is not a 
regular Court, avd is not bound 
strictly by those hard and fast rules 
of evidence which prevail in Courts 
of Justice; but still, there is ample 
legal evidence to surround the 
young map with acloud of such a 
serious nuture that if men were to 
judge bim as they would judge the 
ordinary affairs of life, they would 
gay: Explain this away er you 
must be guilty. This is what the 
Civil Law would say. We do not 
mean to contend that the Civil 
Law, as an entirety, is better than 
the Common Law; but we do con- 
tend thnat the presumption of inno 
cence aud the question of ‘reasona- 
ble doubt’ lead oftener tothe de- 
feat of justice than to its establish- 
ment.’

The eighth annual session of the 
State Teachers’ Iustitute convened 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon un- 
der the most auspicious circum- 
stances. In fact, very few of our 
institutes of the past were repre- 
sented on the first day by sucha 
large attendance, and with so many 
of our leading educators ready and 
willing to lend their aid and expe- 
rien’e for the advancement of the 
younger members of the profession. 
From the outcome we believe the 
proceedings will be interesting, 
lively and beneficial. 

The “Address of Welcome,” de- 
livered by Cotnty Superintendent 
William Lucas, was listened to 
with close attention, and ite many 
good points were stored away for 
future reference. The sentiments 
expressed by the speaker iu regard 
to moral training are certainly the 
seatiments and practice of every 
true teacher. The speaker was 
warmly applauded at intervals. 

At 2:30 o’clock the meeting pro- 
cee led to effect a permanent organ - 
ization by the election, by acclama- 


tion, of Robert Lewers, of Lyon 
county, and Mark Averill, of Store 
county, Secretaries. In their offi- 
cial capacity these gentlemen pro- 
veeded to enroliment and ‘fourd 70 
entitled to the privilege. 

For Vice President the name of 
Superinteodent C. H. Groves was 
placed in vomination, and he was 
elected by acelamation, Professor 
Groves is a wideawake young map 
of 26 years of age, who is now serv- 
ing a second term as County Su- 
perintendent of Schools in Hum- 
boldt, a Democratic county. He 
was elected by a large majority, 
notwithstanding he is a Republi- 
ean.

At 7:30 o’clock Pp. M. the Ins'i- 
tute convened at the Baptist 
Vhurch.

he well-founded tieories and facts 
set forth seemed to meet with the 
entire approval of the bearers, as 
vo discussion followed. 

Professor J. E. Bray, of Virginia 
City, came next with “The Educa- 
tion of the Future.’”’ He favored 
the industrial school system in con- 
vwection with the present, and fur- 
vished references of the work of es- 
tablisbed schools of this class. He 
believed that within 25 years we 
would see the necessity of follow- 
ing this plan of action. The ad- 
dress was a literary effort of merit 
and we hope to see it in point that 
we may study it at leisure. 


TO-DAY’S SESSION. 


The second day’s work of the In- 
stitute began at 9:30 o’clock A. M., 
State Superinteudent Dovey in the 
chair. Miss Annie Mavher, of Car- 
son, favored the meeting with in- 
strumental music, Next c»me the 
roll call, wheu, acting upon a reso- 
lution introduced by Joho E. Bray, 
each member «rose as his pame was 
celled and answered by giving a 
quotation. The quotations were 
varied, eutertaining and instruc- 
tive representatious of many minds 
of mauy men. 

At 10 o’clock Professor H. H. 
Howe, of Carson, delivered a talk 
on “Arithmetic in the Primary 
Schools.”” Tne speaker began by 
taking the quotation, ‘“* Proceed 
from the know to the unknown,” 
He believed in the use of objects 
from the start, and by their use 
would branch to the work in the 
four fundameotal rules. By judi- 
cluus questiouing in regard to ob- 
jects the pupil is taught position, 
direction, shape and some language. 
The mental powers of the child 
should be so developed that the 
simple combinatious and calcula- 
tions should be made with rapidity. 
Professor Howe showed how tbis 
result could be brought about by 
giving the real work on the black- 
board. The methods so clearly ex- 
plained my be applied by any 
teacher. If all institute work was 
one-half as practical as the work of 
this addrew, teachers would go 
home with some idea of how to do.

‘says the author in “artistic horse- 
shoeing,” that the horn grows more 
rapidly in warm, dry climates than 
in cold, wet ones; in healthy, ener- 
getic animals than in those which | 
are soft and weakly; during exer- 
cise than in repose; in young than 
in old animals. Food, labor and 
shoeing also add their influence, 
while the seasons are to some ex- 


shape of the hoof. In Winter it 
widens, becomes softer and grows 
but. little; in Summer it is con- 
densed, becomes more rigid, con- 
cave and resisting, is exposed to 
severer wear and grows more rap- 
idly; this variation is a provision 
of nature to enable the hoof to 
adapt itself to the altered condi- 
tion it has to meet—hard horn to 
hard ground, soft horn to soft 
ground. 

In this way is accounted for in 
the influence of locality upon the 
shape of the foot. On hard, dry 
ground the hoof is dense,tenagious 
and small, with concave sole, and a 
little but firm frog; in marshy re- 
gions it is large and spreading, the 
horn soft and easily destroyed by 
wear, the sole thinand flat, and the 
frog an immense, spongy mass 
which is badly fitted to receive 
pressure from slightly hardened 
soil. Ina dry climate we have an 
animal small, compact, wiry and 
vigorous, traveling on a surface 
which demands a tenacious hoof, 
and not one adapted to prevent 
sinking; in the marshy regions we 
have a large, heavy, lymphatic crea- 
ture, one ef whose primary re- 
quirements is a foot designed to 
travel on a soft, yielding surface. 
Change the respective situations 
of these two horses, and nature im- 
mediately begins to transform them 
and their feet. 

In the ordinary condition of

The entire number of registered 
Jersey cattle in the United States 
has been 41,000 females and 17,100 
bulls, making total 58,100. This 
embraces all the Jersey cattle im- 
ported from the Island or bred in 
the United States for the last forty 
years. Estimating only one-third 
of the number now dead, it would 
appear that there are 4,000 regis- 
tered Jerseys in the United States. 


Digestibility of Hay. 

In the consumption of hay and 
cloyer, there is, perhaps, under or- 
dinary circumstances, a less pro- 
portion digested and so rendered 
available in the growth or fatten- 
ing of animals than is generally 
supposed. This has been pretty 
clearly demonstrated in a series of 
digestion experiments that have 
been conducted at the Maine Sta- 
tion. The composition of the tim- 
othy hay is given as follows: Pro- 
tein compounds,5.94; rude fibre, 
28.89; nitrogen free extract, 47.41; 
fat, 2.67. Of the above there is un- 
der ordinary circumstances di- 
gested, protein compounds, 2.7; 
crude fibre, 12.4; nitrogen free ex- 
tract, 27-9; fat, 1.4 

By the above it appears that only 
about one-half of the nutritive 
principles of timothy are digested. 
In the case of clover hay the result 
is very nearly the same, the only 
difference of any account being in 
the fact that clover hay furnishes 
about twice as much of protein 
compounds as the timothy. As- 
suming that 3,865 pounds of tim- 
ethy is cut from an acre, there will 
be digested 104.6 pounds of protein 
matter, while from an acre of 4,075 
*} pounds of clover hay, would be di- 
gested 228.2 pounds of protein, 
with but little difference in the fat 
and nitrogen tree extract. As the 
protein contains the substance for 
animal tissue, this is important in 
the feeding of growing and yeung 
animals.
